- Three hours after Mr. Kenne- 
dy was killed, Revill said he ran 
into FBI agent James Hosty in 
the basement of the Dallas City 
Hall. Hosty told Revill that the 
FBI knew that Oswald could be a 
threat to the president, Revill said 
m a statement he eventually re- 
peated. to the Warren Commis- 
sion, 

; Contacted by the Chronicle, 
Revill stood by his statement. 


“It ithe meeting) happened,” 
Revill said. “I know it happened, 
and Hosty knows it happened.” 


‘Reviil said he returned to the 
police department with Hosty’s 
information and wrote it down for 
Chief Curry, who then told news- 
men that the FBI knew of Os- 
wald's presence in Dallas.

Curry also told Revill to keep 
silent about the information, :ac- 
cording to Curry’s letter to War- 
ren. . 
When contacted by the Chron- 
icle, Curry said: “There's no 
doubt in my mind that his agent 
told my agent (Revill) what he 
did.”

‘Oswald, Curry said, “I'd have had 


somebody sitting on him.” 


Curry now says he. would . 


have ‘acted differently after re- 
ceiving Shanklin's call.

I don’t know 
what he’s g about.” 


The Chronicle said a copy of 


the Revill statement and ‘other — 


data indicating a five-month cov- 
erup of his statement are on 
record in the Texas State Ar- 
chives in Austin, Tex., as part of 
an assassination investigation 
made by the Texas Court of In- 
quiry.. 
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
